N ö And to chat purpoſe hath by his Pꝛoclamation charged all his Wardens 
and other his Subiects whatſoeuer, to 
- Foun and veepe the veace, the peace, and in no wile to inuade,moleſt, oz doe any iniury to any of our ſubiects, adding 
thereto very honozable directtons foz obſeruing thereof vpon great paines,as by the ſaide Pꝛoclamation fur- 
therhath appeared vnto vs: Me foꝛ our part being ol the ſame good mind foz maintenance of common peace, 
* doeſtraightly charge and com maund all our wardens of the thzee arches, and all other our Officers and 
--- ſubſects within the ſaid Marches, to liue in peace and quietneſle, and in no wiſe to make any tncurſion into 
Scotland pztuately oꝛ publikely: But it any offence ſhall be done vnto them in their bodies , lands, oꝛ goods 
by any Scottiſh man, that then they fozbeare to reuenge the ſame by any open hoſtilitie but make their com- 
plaints and purſutes to the oppoſite Wardens, accoꝛding to thelawes of the Frontiers: And if redreſſe ſhall 
not be made vnto them, then wee will that our warden, where the offence ſhall be committed, ſhall giu® 
knowledge thereof tothe King our good bꝛother by our Ambaſſadour there reſident, hoping thereby both that 
our Dubiectesdammified ſhall be relieued, and the Kings Officers refuſing to giue Juſtice, hall be chaſtiſed 
And cozrected, the like whereof vpon complaint of any Scottiſh men againſt our Dubiects 02 our wardens, 
weminde to ſee ſeuerely redzeſled, 
And though this pzeſent oꝛder now giuen by theſe our mutuall Pꝛoclamations, may by good likelihood 
ffay any further diſozders from this time fozward, yet conlidering the multitude of offences, that haue beene 
committed by the Scots, againſt our Subiects, is ſo great and lamentable foz our Subiects to ſuffer, either 
vnred:efſed (as farre fooꝛth as the ſame may be) oz vnreuenged, as might haue beene,if our ſubiectes had not 
beene pꝛohibited to ſeeke the ſame by fozce: Pet we would haue our ſubiects that haue beene ſo iniured with: 
out redꝛeſſe, to vnderſtand that as the king of Scots offereth to haue Commiſſioners authoꝛized koꝛ his part 
to repaire to the Boꝛders, to meete with ſome to be appointed by vs, amicably and peaceably to heare the 
complaints both of ours and his ſubiects, and to giue ſpeedy redzeſle and ſatiſfaction , accoꝛding to the la weg 
and cuſtomes of the Bozders, and agreeable with the treaties ol amitie betwirt vs a the ſaid King, foz mutu⸗ 
all iuſtice and continuance of peace : ſo alſo we meane therein to doe the like, a to make choiſe of ſome ſpectall 
men ot knowledge a good diſpoſition to peace, to repaire to the Frontiers, and there to ioyne with ſuch as the 
Ring of Scots ſhall appoint foz his part: Willing and commaunding our Bardens and other our Officers 
inthe meane time, to cauſe all perſons our ſubiects, hauing iuſt cauſe of complaint, and that haue had no re⸗ 
d:eſle, to make ready their complaints in wziting, with the due pꝛooles thereol, to be deliuered to our ſeuerall 
Wardens, whereby the ſame may be in moꝛe readineſle, to be heard and oꝛdered mutually by our ſaid Come 
millioners, And this our commandement and determination wee will and command our wardens to cauſe 
to be publiſhed in all places publike within their Offices,and likewiſe to giue knowledge thereof to the war⸗ 
dens oppoſite of Scotland, and other publike Officers vpon the Scottiſh Frontiers, thereby to moue them 
tobe cozreſpondent in their actions, agreeable to this common determination of vs and the King our good 
bzother.
